Old Story 


As aforesaid, it is an old story. 
Sumner H. Schlichter, nationally 
known economist at Harvard, 
writing in the New York Times on 
Feb. 9, said: 

“The United States has never 
been able to develop a foreign 
trade policy. It has always been 
laken over by various industries 
with political influence. As a re- 
sult, our trade policy has been 
designed to advance the results 
of interests of favored industries 
to the detriment of the country as | 
a whole.” 

If the interests now engaged in 
the perhaps human but, nonethe- 
less, dangerously shortsighted at- 
tempt to emasculate reciprocal 
trade are successful, they will in| | 
time suffer the most severely. 
This will be true, because the 
tides of history have now moved | 
world economic affairs to the 
point where we must have a for- | 
eign crade policy—or move rather | 
swittly to a protected socialistic 
svstem of subsidies by taxpayers. 

We will either continue with 
American capitalism, with its so- 
cially conscious profit dollar, or 
we will move to some other sys- 
tem ... which few of us, if any, 
will like as well. What the oppo- 
nenis of reciprocal trade seeming- 
ly fail to see is that capitalism, 
too, is on trial. The phrase 
“stumbling capitalism’ already 
has been raised in debate. Stum- 
bling capitalism has been de- 
scribed as being as bad, or 
worse, than creeping socialism, 
a phrase much heard in the elec- 
tion campaign in 1952. 


World Trade 


If communism should be able, 
by the power of U.S. lobbyists, to 
take over world trade from Japan, 
Southeast Asia and South Ameri- 
ca, their ideology would certainly 
follow hard on the heels of such 
trade. We would soon be involved 
in a number of “Guatemala” 
crises. The problems would worsen 
in Asia, and soon be beyond re- 
pair or recovery. Do these lobby- 
ists fail to see what a Russian 
success would mean in the face 
of depression here? 

It requires no economic genius 
to see that in the years ahead 
we will of necessity put more and 
more emphasis on production of 
the many things we do best and 
that we dominate the world mar- 
ket with those goods. It is ines- 
capable that we move more and 
more, in the years ahead, into 
world trade . . . or become a 
wholly subsidized economy. 

All this the administration 
knows. But unless the President 
is willing to go to the people not 
once, but often, the fight may be 
lost and if it is, then the Ameri- 
can system of capitalism and com- 
petitive enterprise will die. 

The reciprocal trade agreements | g 
have certainly not harmed Ameri- 
can industry in the past. The 
profits for 1957 were among the 
highest on record. Nor have they 
contributed to the present reces- 
sion. Indeed, it has been world 
trede which has prevented the re- 
cession from deepening.

To Lower Tariffs, Secretary Says

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24—Secretary of State Dulles 
testified today that it would be “totally disastrous” for 
Congress to amend the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
 ¥ as proposed by a strong coalition of tariff protec- 
ionists. 

The secretary thus registered 
his vigorous opposition to a wide- 
ly backed plan to curb the Presi- 
dent’s tariff-making powers and 
strengthen those of the U.S. Tar- 
iff Commission. 


Dulles appeared before the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee in support of President Eisen- 
hower’s request for a five-year 
extension of the 1934 act. He said 
it was needed to counter ‘“‘the po- 
litical-economic warfare of inter- 
national commurism,” the aim of 
which is “economic encirclement 
and ultimate strangulation of the 
United States.”’ 


EXPIRES JUNE 30 


The act, which expires June 30, 
empowers the President to enter 
into agreements with other coun- 
tries for the mutual reduction of 
tariffs. 

The amendment assailed by 
Dulles would deprive the Presi- 
dent of his present authority in 
the administration of the act's 
“escape clause” provisions. 

As the law now stands, the 
tariff commission recommends 
relief in the form of import quo- 
tas or higher tariffs when it finds 
that a domestic industry is in- 
jured by competitive imports.

No postmortem analysis of the re- 
markably constructive legislative session 
just ended would be complete without 
mentioning some of the bills which were 
killed or permitted to die before adjourn- 
ment. Some of these worthwhile measures 
surely will address themselves to future 
Legislatures for favorable action. 

One of the most important, of course, 
was the bill to give Georgians protection 
from car thieves through an adequate 
title law. The model measure now in use 
in a majority of states was offered but it 
failed to win enough support for passage. 

As usual, efforts to obtain home rule 
for counties and municipalities failed of 
passage. This even included a bill which 
would have made it possible for counties 
by local referendum to change to elective 
school boards and appointive superin- 
tendents. 

Another measure affecting education 
would have set up minimum educational 
and training requirements for county 
school superintendents. It received con- 
siderable support but remains on the 
House calendar without action. It still is 
needed if standards of education are to 
be raised. 

The General Assembly failed to take 
action, too, on curbing the fee system and 
thus removing the state’s growing repu- 
tation for speed traps. It failed to do 
anything about setting up a system of 
uniform court procedures for traffic vio- 
lators, a nagging problem which is going 
to become worse. 

Nothing was done to strengthen the 
State Senate by making it possible for 
members to succeed themselves. This 
action eventually must be taken if the 
legislative branch is to perform the func- 
tion intended for it. 

Still unsettled is whether the Milledge- 
ville State Hospital will continue as a 
custodial welfare institution or whether it 
will become a medical facility with custo- 
dial cases handled elsewhere. 

Traffic safety, financial and other 
problems of urban areas, continued ex- 
pansion of economic and educational op- 
portunities in the state, a strong, inde- 
pendent Legislature and economy in gov- 
ernment remain the most pressing prob- 
lems confronting Georgians. The next 
General Assembly must continue to 
wrestle with them.

In Argentina a candidate for president 
backed by the followers of deposed dic- 
tator Peron and, most significantly, by the 
Communists, has been elected to the high- 
est office in the land. 

Let none overlook the meaning of it. 

The meaning is this. In Argentina and 
in all the Latin countries there is the 
dynamic of discontent. Incomes in most 
of the Latin countries average $100 and 
less per capita per year. 

The land-owning class is small but 
powerful. Since the revolution against 
Peron, the government has done nothing 
to help the average person. Peron gave 
them circuses and promises. That was 
more than they had eyer had before—or 
since. 

The Communists joined the Peronistas 
cynically but with effect. Communism 
always tries to align itself with the emo- 
tional yearnings of any people. 

The army may not allow the winner, a 
left-wing lawyer named Arturo Frondizi, 
to take office. But this will merely post- 
pone the day of reckoning. And let none 
think this hotbed of discontent is con- 
fined to Argentina. 


Gaither Again Warns 
Of Perils to Freedom 


Almost everybody has heard by now 
of the secret Gaither Report on the na- 
tion’s defenses. Enough of it has leaked 
to the press to make us aware that it is 
alarming to the extreme and that this 
country must heed its warning or face 
eventual annihilation. 

The chairman of the committee which 
drew up the report after months of study, 
H. Rowan Gaither Jr., chairman of the 
trustees of the Ford Foundation, repeated 
his warning in general terms at a meet- 
ing of the Fellows of the American Bar 
Foundation here Sunday. 

Unless the United States meets the 
challenge and fulfills its commitments, 
Mr. Gaither told the lawyers, the death of 
freedom is in sight. Nor is the threat en- 
tirely from thermonuclear weapons, he 
declared, but because “there are mounting 
political, economic and- social forces, 
strongly abetted by the threat of nuclear 
extinction, which can disintegrate the 
_ fabric and will of free nations and enslave 


mankind.

derestimation and overoptimism.” We 
have underestimated the growth and 
technological, economic and political 
power of the Soviet Union. The threat to 
freedom is now global in scope and of in- 
definite duration. 

There is no turning back the clock of 
history, the speaker declared. The peo- 
ple of this country must expend the will 
and the effort necessary to increase our 
strength and maintain our ideological and 
spiritual standards. 

Again Mr. Gaither has warned us that 
the United States is in the greatest peril in 
history. Survival of freedom itself in this 
and the uncommitted nations of Asia and 
Africa is the big problem we must face 
in the decade ahead.

A considerable area of metro- 
politan New York is a Ghetto 
| populated by Negroes and Puerto 
|Ricans of low economic status 
‘and high reproduction rate. 
There is no waiting period for 


Welfare Department relief in New 
York. This is a sore point in the 
minds of taxpayers who object to 
paying the bills for care, and 
later the education, of these prod- 
ucts of the slums who have mi- 
grated here from distant places. 

I had a lengthy discussion with 
the mayor of New York. 


Wagner is not one to blame the 
city’s juvenile crime wave—which 
‘incidentally he feels is exaggerat- 
‘ed — on the influx of non-white 
| groups. He believes the trouble is 
| due mainly to family breakdown 
| and crowded housing conditions. 

He also thinks the city is for- 
'tunate to have its huge Negro and 
'Puerto Rica population. 


“The size of New York requires 
that we have a tremendous work 
force,” Wagner said. ‘‘In former 
years other ethnic groups provid- 
‘ed that force — Germans, Poles, 
‘Irish. Today most of those have 
| moved up the economic ladder 
'and I feel we are fortunate that 
|other groups have come to the 
city to take their places. Now, it 
'happens to be Negroes and Puer- 
to Ricans.” 

Wagner himself is a product of 
the New York public school sys- 
tem and grew up in a section 
‘where the gangs were fighting. 
|But he, too, moved up the eco- 
nomic scale and now his two sons 
go to private schools. 

I asked him about this in view 
of some caustic feelings in the 
South about liberal northerners 
who pay only lip service to inte- 
gration. 

He said his youngest son at- 
tends parochial school — Wagner 
is a devout Catholic — and the 
older boy goes to a private school 
“which he selected because his 
friends are there.”’ He insisted it 
had nothing to do with race prob- 
lems or the trouble in the New 
York schools.

CHILDHOOD DREAM 


The case: 

Lawyers work hard, live well 
and die poor—but happy.

One of the most attractive 
judges ever to weigh a brief, 
Stella Akin always wanted to 
be a lawyer, and while the road 
to success was marked with nu- 
merous setbacks, she was never 
so discouraged that she re- 
gretted her choice.

Akin—pretty, 
petite and personable—recalled 
her first case. 

ILLITERATE

“I was terrified,”’ the lawyer 
recalled. ‘I could see threats 
of disbarment.” 

But her client was acquitted 
and Atty. Akin’s career was 
successfully launched. 


Although it’s difficult to pic- - 


ture Stella Akin in any but the 


most refined atmosphere, she’s ° 


defended clients charged with 
everything from petty ‘thievery 
to murder. The final score did 
not always find her in the win- 
ner’s circle. But— 

“T’ve never been so discour- 
aged I wanted to give up,” she 
said.

that a woman would be admit-

only over his dead body, and 
even the charming, gracious 
Savannah attorney couldn’t 
change his mind. When she was 
admitted to the inner circle, 
over his objections, a friend ac- 
companying Miss Akin walked 
over to Mr. Rosser and said: 

“Well, Luther, where is your 
dead body?” 

The Atlantan laughed. shook 
hands with a new member, and 
offered any help he could give. 
They soon became good friends. 
ACCEPTED 

Such was the case throughout 
her career. Those who objected 
most fiercely to her presence in 
the courtroom solely on the 
grounds that she was a woman 
seon accepted her on equal 
terms. Now, she sees no par- 
ticular reaction when male law- 
yers face a woman for the first 
time in the courtroom. 

Judge Akin enjoys a social 
whirl as much as any woman.

—President Nasser made his first 
trip to Syria today as head of the 
new United Arab Republic and 
was greeted by crowds shouting 
“Long live Nasser!” 

Nasser flew in for talks to get 
Syria operating as a province in 
the U.A.R. It was reported Syrian 
officials were not even aware of 
his arrival until his plane landed. 

Once word was broadcast that 
the new U.A.R. head had arrived, 
however, Syrians crowded into the 
streets shouting praises. 

Nasser and his entourage drove 
directly to the home of Shukri Ku- 
watly, Syria’s President until the 
U.A.R. was proclaimed Saturday. 

After a brief conference the two 
leaders stepped to a balcony ir 
answer to the chant of Syrian 
crowds below: “We want to see 


Nasser.” 

Nasser told the ecrcwd he had 
come at the urging of Kuwatly, |

“It has always been my fervent | 
wish during the past , ears to visit 
Damascus, the pulsing heart of 
Arab nationalism,” he said. 

The crowd shouted cheers. | 

Nasser and Kuwatly are expect- 
ed to discuss the formation of a'| 
regional council for the Syrian 
province.

They also are expected to make 
plans for combining Syria’s politi- 
cal parties with “gypt’s National 
Union.

CHAPPAQUA, N.Y., Feb. 24—I always carried 
an illusion that I preferred cold weather, but 
Siberia was never like this. The trees and hills 
are snow-covered and icy, the 
lakes and streams are frozen, 
and I am a chunk of congealed 
meat — please don’t ask what 
kind. 

This is great country—it says 
here—but when I look at these 
scenes off a Christmas card, 
somehow I keep thinking of the 
Suwanee River, the Ogeechee @ | 
and the St. Johns, where the © Sa ™ 
bass don’t have to break a two- 
foot slab of ice to get a breath j ~. 
of fresh air. I keep thinking  charies Emett 
also, how lucky we are to have ‘well, anyway, 
with the exception of a few days now and then) 
a reasonably comfortable 12 months of fishing. 

Up here, you can get fishing too, of a sorts, 
during the entire year, but it takes a hardy 
Waltonite. Yesterday, I was extended an invita- 
tion to go angling through the ice. If you've 
never tried it, ice fishing is where you walk or 
skate out on a slab of 3l-degree water, and with 
an ax or saw, cut a hole in the general direction 
of China te 33-degree water. Then you impale a 
34-degree minnow, who regards you reproach- 
fully out of frozen eyes, and lower him on a hook 
into the hole. You sit there with a no-degree 
wind burning your cheeks and nose and freezing 
the tear drops in the corners of your eyes, wait- 
ing for some crazy fish to come along and. mouth 
your minnow.

grees below freezing. 

We cut several holes and put up sets—a set is 
so contrived that when a minnow gets bit by a 
fish, a red flag is snatched up into the breeze. 
Every flying flag means that you have just 
swapped one of your 50-cent minnows for a 25- 


‘ cent fish. 


Under those deepfreeze conditions, I worked 
four of the sets and was kept busy running from 
one to the other—not to take out fish, but to 
keep the skim of ice off the water in the holes. 
The stuff froze as fast as I could chip it loose. 

I'll have to admit we caught fish. In fact, 
during the day, I tied into a couple of bullheads. 
That’s a fancy name the Yankees have for mud 
cats. Those I caught weighed about six ounces 
each. I even snagged a pickerel, about 10 inches 
long. That didn’t excite me too much. Down 
here, the pickerel is known as a jackfish, and in 
the Okefenokee, us Crackers throw back a jack 


if he’s under three feet from his snout to his 
caudal fin—they told me that meant his tail. 

When I finally got back to a shelter, where 
the thermometer was a hot 20 degrees, I had to 
fan myself to keep from being overcome by the 
heat.
